Those who, three years 
ago, made an efloi t loii'poal the. Uw, have spent 
a good di al of time since in tryingto clear llieir 
|Hililical character from the stigma they thus 
brought ou themselves, and iu the last Legisla- 
ture not a member of either House eould be 
found who would disgrace himself by intro- 
ducing a bill for the repeal of woman stllliagr. 
Those" who were in the lirst place most bitterly 
hostile to the measure now siuilc at tlieir own 
former fears, and generally heartily endorse the 
results. If there is now tiijy considerable hos-

Tlie frail creature* 
whom we are lold "the winds of summer iliotitd 
not visit too'roughly"—who are too pure to cast 
» ballot where a few neighboring men might see 
them—who are loo gentle to have an opinion— 
<vlio are too happy to with for an additional 
right—day after day have bared their brows t« 
the winter elements in the rioting streets and 
crowded the profane bar-room in agony ol* 
prayer to God to be delivered from the evils 
imposed by the unrighteous law they had no 
liattd in writing! All history demonstrates that 
the rights of those who have no voice in the 
government have no guarantee of safety or per- 
manence! 


The exclusion of woman from politics il as 


damaging to tier as lo tliem, and as ungenerous 
ftnd suicidal as to shut her from tlie giaces of 
•ocial intercourse. Like all other acts of injus- 
tice and oppression it brings fearful retribution 
upon society. It taints our law wilh rash im- 
purity and folly and nurtures tho destructive 
crime of war in the policies of nations. It is 
time to learn wisdom from our sufli'iings, and 
to incorporate tlic principles of heaven into the 
rules of earth through the agency ol woman's 
more unaelliih and religious nature.

been slowly developed during long periods of 
time, from tlie crust of the earth, through ihe 
lower foims of vegetable and animal life, 1 re- 
member ulmt may be called the scientific alte- 
(/ory found in Genesis ; "And the Lord God 
formed man of the dust of the giound, and 
breathcdinto his nostrils the brelth of life;" 
and 1 see no contradiction in the testimony 
fiom these two sources; and when people 
shrink with disgust from the Darwinian theo- 
ry, or tieinblo at what they believe to be its

The parallel statement show that Tyndall's 


position is the Scriptural one,, and while he asks, 
with Job, "Canst thou by searching find out?" 
i would answer, with Hie beloved disciple, 
"Every one that loveth is born of God and 
knoweJft Gotl!* 
" When He shall appear "—that is, when he 


shall be revealed to the spiritual vision—*' we 
shall be like him; "then, and not till then, 
*• we slmll see him AS HE IS," and not as men 
have pictured.him.

There is nothing half so sad in life as the 


spectacle of an auctioneer attempting to sell 
$15,000 worth of goods to an audience whose 
aggregate and tauglble assets foot up 30 cents. 


It was the last letter in the post-bag that 


brought the news of our ruin as we sat at oreak- 
I'.ist with the windows open to the ground, 
looking out on the sunny lawn, a silver streak 
of river beyond, and the mountains shining 
bine in the distance. The first day of spting, 
balmy and levivil'ying. 1 am no believer in 
presentiments; misfortune descends upon us 
unawares, without warning or foreshadowing, 
mid the House Beautiful of our hopes is swept 
in ruin. 


We had been veiy happy in our married life, 


little more (ban a twelvetlunouth old, with 
everything seemingly clearaml bright before us. 
And now all was doubt and gloom : out means 
had vanished into thin air. 
All iny fortune 


that, hail been my mother's,and that my father, 
a Colonel in the Indian army, had generously 
resigned to me, was invested iu the Lahore and 
Delhi Itank, and that had collapsed into ruin. 


\Vc bad settled in W^les on our niaiiiagc, 


wheie 1 took a pleasant little house situated on 
a sunny slope of a hill oveilooUng the valley; 
well sheltered by trees, embowered in flower- 
ing shrubs, and covered with creepers; quite an 
id} Hie little place. 1 had made up mv mind to 
buy it, but tlie owner required such a heavy 
pi lee for it that I hesitated about withdrawing 
any of my capital fiom an investment where 
theretiiiu vv as so handsome as in our bank; 
and now it was at] gone. 


I had no profession, either, to fall back upon ; 


1 had sei v ed for a few ycais in my father's corps, 
but the climate of India did not suit me, and 
as I was an only child, and we had ample 
means, I retired and came home at the Colonel's 
wish. Then I married my old playmate and 
my father's ward. Jane Hammond, to his great 
delight ; he piomising himself to complete an- 
other two iears' service, and then to come 
home and live with his son and daughter. 


Whilst I was reading the letter announcing 


the fatal news, Jane saw by my face that some- 
thing dreadful had occurred. " Is it pa|ra ?" she 
cried, for she always called my father thus; 
" has anything happened to him ?" She seemed 
absolutely relieved when 1 lold her that noth- 
ing had happened but the loss of all our means. 


There is a kind of excitement about misfor- 


tune, when it first conies upon us, that eases off 
a ceitaiu portion of the shock. 
We were quite 


gay ovei it, 1 remember, that'first day. 
We 


weie joiing. with the world before us. We 
must descend into tlieaienaof life and fight 
our way to success: hitherto we had been spec- 
tators onl.v ; for the future we must he actoi's, 
heart and soul. 
\Ve would sell off everything 


here aud go np to London, where 1 must try 
for employment. Jane would go out as a daily 
governess. 


One circumstance interfered witli any plans 


of immediate activity on her part. 
We were

She sur- 
vived her husband about two yeais, and ex- 
pired May, 27, 17J7. at the age of thirty-eight.
